Without 
feeling inconvenienced by the spe- 
cial position of a senator or dep- 
uty, they are trumpeting about 
their expansionist plans and are 
instigating new aggressive wars, 
disregarding lightly the lessons of 
the inglorious collapse of imperi- 
alist Germany and of her plans 
for world domination.

men but. with those nations that, 
like the Soviet Union, desire last- 
ing peace and link the interests 
of their secyrity with the inter- 
ests of the security of other 
peace-loving naticns.

Describe Lichfield Beatings 
After 13 Witnesses Balk

BAD NAUHEIM, Germany, May 
31 (#).—Army prosecutors found 
three witnesses willing to talk to- 
day and drew from them vivid de- 
scriptions of how guards at the’ 
Lichfield detention camp in Eng- 
land, beat prisoners, kicked them 
and stood them in tortuous posi- 
tions for hours, The three testified 
at the court martial of Lieutenant 
‘Granvile Cubage of Oklahoma 
City, one of fourteen officers and 
men being tried on charges of 
brutality to American soldiers at 
‘the camp. 

Thirteen soldier witnesses had 
refused to testify on Wednesday on 
the ground that they had been ill- 
treated by the Army and had been 
‘at least temporarily confined in 
the guardhouse on various charges 
‘vanngg defendants on trial were left 
free. 

None of the three who testified 
today is a guardhouse prisoner. 
After their testimony, the prose- 
cution was granted a recess until 
Monday “to reframe its case on 
the assumption” that the witnesses 
who had refused to testify would 
‘still not talk.
